General  truths  and  general  habits. 
This  conditional  is  used  when  the 
result  will  always  happen. 

If  + present  simple,  present  simple 

> If  you  heat  water  to  100  degree,  it 
boils. 

> (It  is  always  true,  there  can't  be  a 
different  result  sometimes). 

> If  I eat  peanuts,  I am  sick. 

> (This  is  true  only  for  me) 
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Zero  Conditional 


> If  people  eat  too  much,  they  get  fat. 

> If  you  touch  a fire,  you  get  burned. 

> People  die  if  they  don't  eat. 

> You  get  water  if  you  mix  hydrogen  and 
oxygen. 

> Snakes  bite  if  they  are  scared. 

> If  babies  are  hungry,  they  cry. 


1st  Conditional 


- rossime  or  likely  things  in  the 
future. 

* If  + present  simple,  will  ( infinitive) 
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> If  it  rains  later,  we'll  stay  at  home. 

> This  describes  possible  things,  which 
could  easily  come  true 
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F 1st  Conditional 

> If  it  rains,  I won't  go  to  the  park. 

> If  I study  today,  I'll  go  to  the  party 
tonight. 

> If  I have  enough  money,  I'll  buy  some 
new  shoes. 

>She'll  be  late  if  the  train  is  delayed. 

>She'll  miss  the  bus  if  she  doesn't 
leave  soon.
